It \9 corruption 
of one kind oranother from start to finish. A 
one.term president is an independent, self- 
reliant president , 

Of course, this change can be made only by 
constitutional amendment but in practice the 
rule may prevail. |The one*term limit may be 
declared in the platforms and that would estab- 
isli the practice. The Itrtltiinoro plnitoiin favors: 
the one teMn\)uI} . 'iliat in etlect wouldjniake 
Governor Wilson a four year presiilen', for he 
wouldn't go back ou his platform. Of course 
the exigencies of tbe situation did not permit 
the Chicago convention to adopt a one-term 
plank, but hereafter liepublican conventions 
will probably see that ineligility to a second iionuuin.i.. tuw i.k<« to aa -electric 
term will become tbe expressed sentiment of '^'broo yenn uga mi.iwm.v and tbe lur 
tbe party.
